Various rough estimates indi- 
cate that margarine will sell at 
around 35 to 38 cents a pound 
in Canada now that the ban on 
its sale has been lifted. 

This estimate js based on the 
price of materials from which 
the base vegetable oils are ob- 
tained, such as soybeans and 
peanuts, plus the cost of pro- 
cessing with milk products, ad- 
dition of Vitamin A, and other 
steps in manufacture, 

Margarine is a fairly perish- 
able product, unlike such other 
vegetable oil products as lard, 
and requires fast-moving trans- 
portation arrangements. 

Margarine sells between 34 
and 35 cents a pound in New- 
foundland while butter costs 
about 80 cents,

SECOND REASON 

His second reason was that “the

No question could be raised about

Mr. Justice R. L. Kellock noted 
that the preamble to the original 
act called for the prohibition of the

Major Business Increases in 1948 


A. E. Arscott, President, The Canadian Bank of Commerce, States 
Agriculture, Industry, Forestry, Mining all Progressive 


Future Likely Determined By International Events 


James Stewart, General Manager, Presents Strong Statement of Bank 


At the Annual Meeting of the Share- 
holders of The Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, held in the Head Office of 
the Bank in the City of Toronto, Decem- 
ber I4th, Mr. Allan E. Arscott, C.B.E., 
President, and Mr. James Stewart, C.B.E., 
General Manager, presented the Annual 
Statement of the Bank’s operations in 
the past year, together with a review of 
business conditions. Mr. Arscott’s ad- 
dress to the meeting follows, in part: 


When we consider the size of Canada we can say that 
the country as a unit is in a relatively prosperous 
condition. 


A year ago those engaged in agriculture faced difficul- 
ties, largely the result of poor crops over most of the 
farm and ranch areas ‘he crops this year, to the 
contrary, have been for the most part of high yield, 
exceptions being in limited areas in the West and the 
orchards of Nova Scotia and in parts of the Fraser 
Valley of British Columbia, The improved crop situa- 
tion is best indicated by the fact that grain yields in 
1948 are about two hundred million bushels greater 
than in the preceding year, the increase being divided 
between the Prairie Provinces and,Eastern and Central 
Canada. This should mean that there will be larger 
food supplies in this country as more grain is converted 
into dairy, poultry and meat products and that our 
exportable surpluses can be greater. 


With regard to the matter of exportable surpluses, 
the wheat agreement between Great Britain and Canada 
has one more crop year to go before expiry. In the 
coming months, therefore, it may be necessary for us 
to reconsider our position in the world wheat markets. 
The world wheat agreements were not ratified within 
the designated time limits, so that Canada, if new 
agreements are not made, is left in the main to her 
own resources to search for markets where the pur- 
chasers have the ability to provide satisfactory pay- 
ment, There have been hopeful signs in recent weans 
that proposals again will be staued baleen the govern- 
ments concerned, Out of the discussions there may 
emerge a programme for orderly international market- 
ing and distribution of food supplies.

INDUSTRY 


Industria! production continues to increase although 
the rate of increase in some industries has been more or 
less irregular during the past year. In part this is due 
to the fact that the flow of materials from the United 
States had to be curtailed to conform more closely to 
our reserves of American dollars, and in part because of 
shortages in some materials, both in Canada and 
elsewhere. 


While industrial expansion has not been as great as 


in 1947, due to the factors mentioned, nevertheless it 
has been important, since work undertaken prior to 
this year on new plants and extensions has continued 


toward completion and a number of new factories 


and mills have been brought into operation New 
projects were started during 1946, many of which 
will be mpleted or will be well on the way 
to completion during the coming year As well, 


plant expansion programmes have been held 
in the blueprint stage in the hope of lower building 
costs However with the continued high level of 
business a number of these will be started next 
year where efficient operations cannot be carried 
on im existing eramped quarters These activie 
ties are serving to enlarge our productive capacity

FORESTRY 


In forestry, production of lumber, wood pulp and 
paper again established new records, although some of 
the Eastern lumbering districts have been Toss active 
than for some years past.

ulp and paper. The output of newsprint this year is 
our times greater than that of ser other country and 
accounts for over half the world’s supply of this 
essential commodity. Impressive as these figures are 
they do not represent all the progress in forestry opera- 
tions because of continuing technical changes designed 
to increase the supply of wood materials of all kinds, 
notably pulp, and also to improve the quality of 
forest products. .

MINING 


Mining resumed in 1948 the upward course which 
was interrupted in the early post-war period by labour 
shortages and the run-down condition of many proper- 
ties following the wartime pressures for non-ferrous 
base metals of which Cones was one of the major 
sources of supply. In the past year production of most 
minerals has increased-—substantially in the case of 
coal and oil. One outstanding feature has been the 
further extensive development of the Alberta oil fields, 
now regarded as one of the major projects of its kind 
in the Western Hemisphere; so important is the extent 
of the diggoveries of oi! in this field that it seems to 
forecast a possibility of its reducing substantially our 
need of U, S, dollars to pay for the importation of 

etroleum products. Another important factor has 
na the exploration work on the Quebec-Labrador iron 
deposits, = eh has indicated ore reserves sufficient to 
justify commercial development on a scale which would 
make this area potentially one of the world's major 
sources of high-grade iron. 


e 
CAPITAL INVESTMENT 


Canada has made great strides towards wider indus- 
trialization. The recent war speeded up this activity, In 
the circumstances, when planning capital investments 
for further industrial development it should be kept in 
mind that the supply of raw materials and available 
labour will have an important bearing and should be 
considered among the limiting factors in examining the 
long trend possibilities of our industrial economy, The 
enlargement of processing and manufacturing units to 
service temporary needs well may lead to later disap- 
pointments, These factors suggest that before decisions 
are reached on capital account searching enquiry should 
be made into the possibilities and probabilities of 
getting along on a competitive basis domestically and 
internationally over a reasonably long period, 


e 
INTERNATIONAL TRADE 


A noticeable important change in direction of our 
export trade centred in the American market which 
took more Canadian goods and materials of all major 
classifications than in 1947, ‘The value of such exports 
exceeded $1,200 million, close to the war-time peak 
when the United States was importing military supplies 
in large quantities. When ail Canadian exports are 
taken into account the total amount is above that of the 
preceding year, over $2,700 million in value, but 
perhaps somewhat smaller in volume, 


With respect to our trade with other countries, our 
exports to the British group declined by more than one 
hundred million dollars from 1947, as the result of 
smaller shipments to the United Kingdom, and sub- 
stantial reductions in those to other markets in this 


Pp, icularly Australasia, There was also @ 
Sarked Paiting-off 4 eaports to Continental Lurope. 


European countries are now obtaining goods from 
Canada through allocations made under the European 
Recovery Programme whereby purchases are permitted 
to be made in Canada and payment arranged for in U.S, 
dollars. Also having a bearing on Canada’s trade, it has 
already been indicated that the balance remaining of 
the United Kingdom credit from Canada, namely, $235 
millions, is likely to be “unfrozen” over the following 
months. The above arrangements should continue to 
stimulate temporarily at least the overseas demand for 
Canadian products. 


e 
DEFENCE PROGRAMME 


With regard to defence measures now being consid- 
ered and those in hand, the query arises as to what the 
effects will mean in terms*of our economic activity. 
At the moment our position is not clear but it seems 
obvious that some resources will need to be withheld 
from domestic consumption. A military programme at 
the present is very different from other periods of 
defence preparation in this country, At other times, 
war for Canada, in the earlier stages at least, took up 
the slack in our economy and encouraged the expansion 
of production. To-day with high employment, pre- 
paredness comes as a Competitor not as a supplement to 
the productive machine and this fact will require 
consideration in making plans for next year. 


There can be added a note of warning on this subject, 
namely, that notwithstanding the strong demand for 
most products it is only prudent to keep inventories 
under constant supervision. As we move forward into 
1949 with a number of uncertain factors contronting us 
it ig desirable that business take into account the various 
possibilities that could affect inventory positions and 
give careful consideration to physical volume as well as 
the values of inventory that must be maintained in 
order to assure an even flow of goods, 


It is evident that to-day we have conditions in our 
economy which vary greatly from those that we have 
had in the past. In effect we are endeavouring to travel 
along the paths of peace, reconstruction and defence 

reparation simultaneously, each of which would in 
itself have a direct bearing on industrial decisions, 


Domestically our economy has never been so flourish- 
ing. This is not to say an ideal situation has been 
achieved but it can be stated that our facilities for 
production have improved to an extent beyond even 
the most optimistic estimates of the last two years, 

There have been incidents in .he international sphere 
which have given, and are still giving cause for con- 
siderable concern, Statesmen not only from this 
continent but from abroad who have been close to 
international problems have warned us repeatedly of 
disturbances that might affect various European 
countries and which in turn could involve all the coun- 
tries of the civilized world. We can only hope that the 
deliberations and patient efforts of those charged with 
the task of working out a peaceful solution will be 
success{ul in convincing potentially belligerent nations 
of the wisdom of foregoing any actions which might 
lead to an actual war, The cloud, however, is hanging 
over us and is affecting our thoughts no matter how 

rosperous the Country appears to be in a general way. 

t would seem, therefore, that the pattern of the year 
ahead is likely to be determined more by international 
than by pn domestic economic considerations. 


GENERAL MANAGER'S ADDRESS

Our Current Loans in Canada show an increase of 
$30 million which is indicative of the active part 
this Bank is taking in the business of the country, 
While loans continue to show an upward trend, the 
rate of increase which was evident last year has slowed 
down, The figures this year signify a combination of 
two factors—frst, the continuation of the increased 
tempo of business compared to war and pre-war days 
and, second, the higher level of prices.

When business is buoyant and expanding 
throughout the country, bank figures reflect that 
condition, and, conversely, in a time of contractin 
business bank balance sheets mirror the changing saetee y 
In these confused times one could not predict ia 
anything but general terms what the future holds, 
Hiowever, with the resources with which this country 
is blessed, we can, if we handle our affairs with prudence 
now, look to the future with confidence,

plot out the direction of efficient develop- 
ment without a close professional know- 
ledge of town planning which is a highly 
specialized science in itself, 

There is no doubt in the world that 


another through artery to carry traffic in 


and out of the business district is an ur- 
gent and immediate necessity, 

And the opening up of 102 avenue from 
109 to 95 streets may be exactly the right 
solution for pressing traffic problems, 

But since it is so easy to make mistakes

What is happening in China is 
@ lesson on the folly of the poli- 
cies pursued by the “Western 
Democracies.” They have done 
the very thing that Hon, W. D. 
Herridge warned against in his 
masterly 193 book, “Which Kind 
of Revolution?” 

In their anxiety to “stop Com- 
munism” they have tied them- 
selves in most of the crucial areas 
to feudalism or Fascism, If they 
had been paid by the Commu- 
nist agents to do the very thing 
that would surely lead to Com- 
munist victory, they could have 
committed no more catastrophic 
blunder, 

What is happening {n China ts 
not so much a Communist mili- 
tary victory as it is a collapse of 
the corrupt, landlord-Fascist dic- 
tatorship, headed by Chiang Kal- 
Shek. 

How much of the millions of 
money advanced by the gullible 
governments of the United States 
and Canada “to aid China” ever 
got to the actual front line we 
shall never now know. It is pub- 
licly alleged that key people of 
the Chiang Kai-Shek group have 
“nest eggs” in U.S. banks amount- 
ing to many millions. The arms 
which were sent to Chiang—at 
the expense of the Canadian tax- 
payers—are now being used by 
the Communist armies they were 
supposed to stop.

There was no hope of good 
government in China, Marshall 
said, unless this genuine liberal 
element got positions of political 
power in the Chinese govern- 
ment. But Instead of using her 
economic ald, to insist that these 
liberal elements be given power, 
the U.S. turned a blind eye when 


Corrupt Regime 


Chiang’s grafting warlords out 
lawed all democratic and liberal 
parties (not to be confused with 
the Communists), Student 
demonstrations for democracy 
were as murderously suppressed 
as they ever were by Hitler, 
These facts were duly reported 
in U.S. papers. My own file of 
clippings from’ the New York 
Times and other reliable Journals 
is several inches thick. 

Yet the U.S. government never 
uttered a word of protest. And, 
to our shame, Canada continued 
to ship the remainder of the $60 
million worth of arms which our 
gullible government had given 
to Chiang Kai-shek on the IOU 
of his collapsing government, 


“Next to 
Nothing” 


Our leaders rave at the Russians 

for giving aid and support to the 
Communists in China and else- 
where. Actually the Chinese 
Reds have received next to noth 
ing from the Russians. Prob 
ably ninety-five per cent of all 
the arms and supplies now ia 
Chinese Communist hands came 
from the U.S.A. In many cases 
these were cynically sold to the 
Communists by Chiang’s crooked 
army commanders. In other 
cases, they were captured, The 
end result is the same. 

Suppose we were as true to 
our own principles as the Com- 
munists are. Suppose we gave 
no ald or support anywhere to 
any government not truly 
democratic. There would be no 
crisis In China, Indonesia, Indg- 
Chirfs, nor in Greece—no crisis- 
in-waiting in Franco Spain. 

As Herridge pointed out in his 
prophetic book, Communism will 
surely beat Fascism in a straight 
two-way fight. But where there 
are three choices, there is no 
sign anywhere that the people 
will choose anything but demoe- 
racy, based on abundance and 
peace, 

We could still save China for 
democracy by being willing to 
pay the price of its application, 
But we invite disaster if we fail 
to realize that what is going on in 
China is a revolution, which will 
complete itself with our help, if 
we give it—without our help, # 
we don't,

The wag who fathered the ex- 
pression “talk is cheap” hadn't 
seen the assembly of the United 
Nations in action. 

The Paris newspaper France 
Soir figures that the oratory 
spilled in the assembly meeting 
just concluded totalled 10,000,- 
000 words, Since the expenses of 
the session were  1,700,000,000 
frances, the newspaper draws the 
conclusion that each word cost 
170 francs, which is 53 cents. 

Of course there are exceptional 
circumstances which warrant 
such expenditure. For example, 
Soviet delegate Andrei Y, Vish- 
insky must feel that he has ob- 
tained a rare bargain when he 
can divest himself of such lan- 
guage as this; 


“The cause of the Second 
World War is not so much Hitler, 
but the leaders of France and 
Britain, supported by the U.S.A.” 

When you can hand former 
allies such an insult as that the 
rate of 53 cents a word, it's dirt- 
cheap. 

The total cost of keeping the 
peace is colossal. Apart from 
the United Nations, just think of 


the billions of dollars being sunk 
in protective economic rehabilita- 
tion—of rearmaments and in- 
creases in fighting forces—of the 
air lift to the western zones of 
Berlin which is costing the Unit- 
ed States alone more than $400, 
000 daily—of military expendi- 
tures in Greece and Turkey and 
China. 

Despite all this expenditure, 
honorable peace at any price {s 
cheaper than war, But there are 
ways of cutting the cost of peace. 

Apropos of this, the Times of 
London, in an editoria! headed 
“Too Many Words,” says the chief 
complaint against the UN assemb- 
ly is that, faced with the terrible 
division between East and West, 
it should have allowed itself to 
become a megaphone,.for propa. 
ganda. It thinks that the first 
thing to do when the assembly 
meets again next April is to ape 
point a committee on procedure 
to inquire how the work may be 
cut down. 

The slashing of the general flow 
of language would save much 
time, energy and money, even if 
the cost ts rather less per word 
than the France Soir estimates.
